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Mum makes herself homeless to buy 
her disabled daughter a place to live 


A DESPERATE mother will soon be 
homeless after selling her house to 
enable her disabled daughter to live 
independently 

Following a fruitless two-year search for 
adapted accommodation, Annette Courtney 
(56) felt she had no other option than to sell 
her home in Moorfield, Harlow, to help her 
20-year-old daughter Rachel, who suffers 
with cerebral palsy and high functioning 
autism, buy an adapted flat and live inde¬ 
pendently. 

With nowhere else lined up to live once 
the sale of her home is finalised, Annette 
says she will stay on friend’s floors to high¬ 
light the “ridiculousness” of the situation. 

“Rachel is a bright young adult who has 
just spent the last two years at a specialist 
residents’ college,” she said. “During her 
time there she has received around £160,000 
worth of education to prepare her for living 
alone and has done tremendously well. 

“However, after two unsuccessful years of 
trying to find adapted accommodation, 
social services now just expect her, along 
with the thousands of other young disabled 
adults in similar circumstances, to return 
home to be cared for. 

“It is ridiculous and begs to question what

the point of the course was.” 

The mother-of-two is now urging people 
to sign the online petition she has set up at 
www.rachelslaw.co.uk calling for legislation 
to ensure adapted accommodation is avail¬ 
able for young disabled people so they have 
the same choices as everyone else. 

“Like anyone her age, Rachel doesn’t 
want to live with her parents all her life but 
she is unable to rent private accommodation 
because few landlords are willing to provide 
the adaptations for a disabled person,” said 
Annette. 

“It seems people in her position are just 
expected to live with their parents until they 
die, at which point they are moved to a care 
home. It is grossly unfair and I passionately 
believe a law needs to be put in place to give 
disabled young adults equal rights to hous¬ 
ing.” 

She added: “The biggest fear of any par¬ 
ent of a disabled child is what will happen to 
them once they are gone.” 

“Rachel is currently equipped with the 
skills to support herself but not the equip¬ 
ment. It seems extreme but I felt sacrificing 


our family home is a small price to pay to 
ensure my daughter’s long-term future.” 

A spokesperson from Harlow Council 
said it sympathised with the Courtneys’ situ¬ 
ation and would always be willing to provide 
assistance to help them look at housing 
options. 

“The council does from time to time have 
council properties available which have 
already been adapted and these are only 
advertised and allocated to applicants that 
require an adapted property,” he added. 

“We are aware that there is a 
limited number of private 
sector adapted properties 
and so offers grants to peo¬ 
ple to have adaptions car¬ 
ried out on council, pri¬ 
vately rented or owner 
occupied homes.”

A GROUP of Scouts in Harlow 
is calling on town residents to 
help them lay the foundation 
for the future of their troop.

Train firm relaxes 
ticket restrictions 

A REVISED structure for some day return 
tickets to give rail passengers in the Star 
patch more flexibility and choice when trav¬ 
elling into London is being introduced by 
train operator Greater Anglia. 

From Sunday, the existing evening peak 
restriction on the off-peak day return is 
being removed. These tickets will be valid 
on trains timed to arrive at Liverpool Street 
from 10am onwards, but return travel will 
be unrestricted so passengers can travel back 
on any train. 

The cheaper Super Off Peak day return, 
which will be about 10-15 per cent cheaper 
than the current fare, is to be extended to 
weekdays and will be available Monday to 
Friday on trains arriving from noon 
onwards. However, they will not be valid for 
return travel on services running between 
3.59pm and 7.01pm. 

The changes apply to passengers travel¬ 
ling on the Greater Anglia network for the 
West Anglia route stations from Cambridge 
to London, which includes Harlow Mill, 
Harlow Town and Roydon.

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Greece is the word at

Shoe retailer set 
for shops centre

THE ongoing upgrade of the 
Harvey Centre will continue with 
the arrival later this year of in 
international footwear chain. 

German firm Deichmann Shoes is the 
first in a series of new leases to be 
announced since centre owners Adding¬ 
ton Capital completed the centre’s refur¬ 
bishment and revealed its plans to build a 
multi-screen cinema and food court with¬ 
in the mall. 

The footwear specialist will occupy 
two newly configured units with a floor- 
space totalling 6,000 sq.ft, opposite 
Primark on a 10-year lease. 

Founded in Germany’s Ruhr district in 
1913 by cobbler Heinrich Deichmann and 
his wife Julie, the family-run business 
now has 3,000 outlets in 21 countries and 
employs about 30,000 people. 

Its nearest stores to Harlow are at 
Chelmsford and Ilford. 

Fashion retailer Blue Inc, which 


already has premises in the centre, has 
also confirmed it will be relocating to the 
adjoining 3,500 sq.ft, corner unit. 

The men’s clothing store has been trad¬ 
ing in the Harvey Centre for several years 
on a temporary basis but has announced 
its long-term commitment to the town by 
also agreeing a decade-long lease. 

Work began on the units last week in 
preparation for them being handed over 
for shop fitting in the autumn. 

Alex Wagstaff, a partner at Addington 
Capital, said: “We are delighted that these 
retailers have committed to new leases at 
the Harvey Centre.

“The arrival of Deichmann Shoes to the 
town and Blue Inc’s relocation to a larger 
unit demonstrates retailers’ confidence in 
the centre and builds on the investment by 
the owner and other retailers Primark, 
Tesco and Wilkinson’s, who invested in 
newly-fitted out stores last year.” 

Last month the company, which took 
control of the Harvey Centre in April last 
year, unveiled its ambitious £8m regener¬ 
ation scheme to transform part of the mall 
into a multi-screen cinema complex and 
food court. 

According to the draft proposals, a 
25,000 sq.ft, area incorporating the for¬ 
mer JJB Sports store on the first floor, a 
neighbouring unit of equivalent size and 
an overhead storage area have been ear¬ 
marked for the eight-screen cinema, while 
up to six expanded first floor units have 
been allocated for new eateries and coffee 
shops. 

A planning application is expected to 
be submitted to Harlow Council in the 
very near future. 

The plans follow a recent £lm revamp 
of the centre’s interior.

Charity workers to offer 
advice on alcohol abuse 


GP surgeries in Harlow are sup¬ 
porting an alcohol abuse aware¬ 
ness campaign being run by a 
local charity next week. 

The West Essex Alcohol and 
Drugs Service (ADAS) is hold¬ 
ing its Alcohol in the 
Community initiative from 
Monday to Friday to give people 
the chance to discuss their con¬ 
cerns, whether for themselves or 
a family member. 

A dedicated ADAS worker 
will be available at each surgery 
to offer advice and guidance. 
Those signed up for the free 
drop-in service include Old 
Harlow Health Centre, The Ross 
Practice, Addison House Surgery 
and Lister Medical Centre. 

ADAS, which is based at The 
Stow, offers intensive help to 
patients with moderate to severe 
alcohol misuse through commu¬ 
nity-based support services. 


It aims to support GPs in 
addressing the increasing num¬ 
ber of alcohol-related admis¬ 
sions to hospital and is run by a 
dedicated team of experienced 
community alcohol workers who 
help people systematically cut 
down on their drinking or remain 
alcohol-free following detox. 

Community alcohol worker 
Lucy Nuttall said: “Patients are 
assessed by a counsellor who 
offers support, guidance and 
encouragement to a mutually 
agreed target over three months. 
This includes general support 
sessions, motivational interview¬ 
ing/discussion, cognitive behav¬ 
ioural techniques or short-term 
counselling.”

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SIR, I keep reading the claims by Harlow’s 
Conservative councillors that they have been 
the victims of the public’s disillusionment 
with the coalition Government. They seem to 
be blaming their defeat in the local elections 
on this alone. 

I have a very different perspective as to why 
they may have suffered so many lost seats 
and it comes from my own experiences of 
asking councillors for help. 

Having been involved in a road safety 
campaign for the past four years, I have 
made many attempts to contact various 
Conservative councillors, requesting their 
support in resolving the issue of speeding 
traffic on Commonside Road. 

Children, parents, governors and the 
headteacher of Latton Green Primary School 
have repeatedly asked for traffic calming on 
the only stretch of the road where there are 
no speed humps. This area is where many of 
our children have to cross the road to reach 
their school. Unfortunately, some motorists 
ignore the 30mph speed limit. Numerous 
speed tests carried out by police confirm that 
some cars are reaching speeds of 50mph. 
However, the telephone messages and many 
emails which I have sent to my local 
councillors over the years have been largely 
ignored. The only way I obtained any 
responses was by contacting MP Robert 
Halfon, who always manages to respond 
fully. I had to forward all my 
correspondence though to Mr Halfon and 
even then, if these councillors replied, the 
emails I received were short and dismissive 
and did not answer my questions. At times 
they supplied incorrect or misleading 
information. 

Latton Green governors have presented 
many possible solutions to improve the 
safety of pedestrians along this road. Vehicle 
activated signs were finally installed last year 
to remind motorists of the speed limit, but I 
attribute this to the hard work of Labour 
councillor John Strachan, who has been a 
great support to us. However, he has faced 
the same brick wall that we have. 

We eventually discovered our traffic calming 
ideas have all been rejected on the basis of 
either “budget” or “logistics”. Furthermore, 
my requests for clarification regarding these 
logistical problems and the willingness of 
Latton Green governors to work with 
councillors to find a suitable solution have 
been completely ignored. 

We were told an evaluation would have to be 
carried out by Essex County Council before 
they would consider any plans for traffic 
calming. We have been waiting since last 
July for this to take place and have been 
given no update or information in the 
meantime. 

Councillors hold privileged positions and 
should listen to the views of residents and 
actively try to resolve these issues. Any 
councillor who forgets this and ignores 
residents’ concerns because they are so 
wrapped up in their own self importance 
does not deserve a seat on Harlow Council. 
Maybe Harlow Conservatives should take a 
long look at themselves and stop blaming 
others.

School jubilee activities 
may be against the law 

SIR, With the Queen’s diamond jubilee 
‘celebrations’ approaching, some schools 
may be putting on events or activities that 
are in breach of the Education Act 1996. 
Sections 406 and 407 of the act prohibit 
“the promotion of partisan political views 
in the teaching of any subject in the 
school” and confer on schools a duty to 
secure that where political issues are 
brought to the attention of pupils “they 
are offered a balanced presentation of 
opposing views." 

In an unsettling way, many people fail to 
realise that the monarchy is a 
controversial issue. Around a quarter of 
the public think we would be better off 
without the monarchy and treat it as 


though the institution is axiomatically 
right. Ultimately, whether intentional or 
not, children are being indoctrinated into 
supporting an outdated, undemocratic and 
unjust institution. 

I would encourage any concerned parents 
or guardians worried that their child’s 
rights are being compromised by jubilee- 
orientated activities at school to approach 
their child’s teacher or head of year 
informally. As many schools do not 
consider the jubilee or monarchy to be a 
controversial issue, it could be the first 
time they’ve really thought about it and 
may be very receptive to their concerns. 

If the outcome is not satisfactory then it 
is advisable that they make an 
appointment to see the headteacher. If, 
after this, the concerns are not being 
taken seriously then the issue should be 
taken up formally with the school’s 
governing body. 

Republic, the campaign for a democratic 
alternative to the monarchy, can provide 
assistance throughout the whole process 
and, if necessary, put parents and 
guardians in touch with legal advisers.

Tweet rant 
defendant 
avoids jail 


AN IT worker who insulted a councillor 
on Twitter and invited people to put 
excrement through his letter box has 
avoided a jail sentence. 

John Graham Kerlen (37) made the com¬ 
ments last October in a series of rants about 
Bexley Council in south London. 

He posted a picture of the councillor’s home 
and followed it with a second tweet “naming 
him and encouraging people to put excrement 
through his letter box or anything else people 
would consider appropriate”, prosecutor 
Denise Johnson told Bromley Magistrates' 
Court. 

Last month Kerlen, who has since moved to 
Milwards, Harlow, was convicted of improper 
use of a public electronic communications. He 
returned to court last Wednesday when he was 
sentenced to 80 hours of unpaid work over 12 
months. 

He was also ordered to pay £620 in prosecu¬ 
tion costs and was told a restraining order pre¬ 
venting him from having any contact with the 
councillor would remain in place for five 
years.

The court heard police originally investigat¬ 
ed Kerlen in March last year after he made a 
number of derogatory comments about the 
local authority on a website. The councillors 
involved decided they did not want to lodge a 
formal complaint as they did not want their 
names published and as a result Kerlen was 
only issued with a formal harassment warning. 

However, when he made his remarks on 
Twitter seven months later the councillor 
referred the matter to police. 

Rupert Hallowes, representing Kerlen, said 
he had no previous criminal convictions, had 
no malicious intentions and blamed the inci¬ 
dent on an “epic misjudgmenf’. 

Speaking outside court Kerlen said he 
planned to appeal against his conviction, 
adding: “I’ve stopped blogging and tweeting 
about Bexley Council but I’m definitely not 
going to stop blogging and tweeting altogeth¬ 
er.”

Here comes 
the summer 


W E may not have seen much sign of it yet but summer 
is on its way. And with it will come the hope of long 
warm days and balmy nights, encouraging us all to get 
outside and make the most of the season. 

However, for one in five of us the hot weather brings the 
misery of itchy, watery eyes and stuffy noses. Hayfever 
keeps us trapped indoors and gives us sleepless nights. 
Around 95 per cent of hayfever sufferers are allergic to 
grass pollen, but tree and weed pollen can also cause 
symptoms. 

The time of year at which sufferers begin to experience 
hay fever symptoms depends on the types of pollen 
they're allergic to. Trees release their pollen in March to 
early May while grasses release pollen from late May to 
early August. Weeds and certain shrubs release their 
pollen in late summer. 

The hayfever season can, therefore, last from March to 
October. And if you're unlucky enough to be allergic to 


Simple ways to help reduce 
the symptoms of hayfever 


Keep windows shut at night and first 
thing in the morning 
Stay indoors when the pollen count is 
high (between 50-150) 

Wear wraparound sunglasses 

Put some petroleum jelly just inside your 

nostrils to trap some of the pollen 

Don't mow the grass or sit in fields or 

large areas of grass 

Wash your hands and face regularly 

Avoid exposure to other allergens such as 

pet fur or environmental irritants such as 

insect sprays or tobacco smoke 


more than one type of pollen, you may only have just two 
or three months without symptoms before the cycle 
starts again. 

Avoiding exposure to pollen is the best way to reduce the 
allergic symptoms of hayfever. A range of over-the- 
counter products can treat the symptoms, including 
tablets, nasal sprays, eye drops and creams. However, 
pregnant women are advised not to take some hayfever 
medicines and asthma suffers should visit their GP for 
advice and a review of their asthma medication which 
may need to be increased during the hay fever season. 

F OR many, the biggest irritant of hot summer days is 
the arrival of unwanted guests at the barbeque. 

Wasps and bees can prove to be an irritant, but their 
stings are unpleasant and knowing how to treat it and 
how to recognise when it needs medical attention will help 
you do the right thing if you are stung. 

Insects such as wasps and bees sting as a defence 
mechanism by injecting poisonous venom into the skin. If 
you have been stung by an insect and there is a sting left 
in your skin, remove it as soon as possible. 

Do this by scraping it off using a hard blunt surface like 
the edge of a credit card. Don't try to pinch the sting out 


Ways to treat insect stings 


Wash the area with soap and water 
Put a cold flannel on the area 
Raise the part of the body that has been 
stung to prevent swelling. 

Use a spray or cream containing local 
anaesthetic or antihistamine on the 
affected area to help prevent itching and 
swelling 

Take painkillers such as paracetamol if 

the sting is very painful 

Don't scratch the area as it may become 

infected. 

Ask your GP for advice if any redness or 
itching is still there after 48 hours 


using your fingers or tweezers as this risks spreading the 
venom. 

For most, stings are painful but harmless. But some 
people can have an immediate allergic reaction which can 
be very dangerous. Seek emergency medical treatment if, 
immediately after being stung, you experience any of the 
following symptoms: swelling or itching anywhere else on 
your body, wheezing, headache, nausea, fast heart rate, 
dizziness, feeling faint, difficulty swallowing, swollen face 
or mouth.

AN exhibition of photographs of 
the swathe of countryside under 
threat from housing is to go on 
display at Old Harlow library. 

The images taken by local children 
will go on show to draw attention to 
what could be lost if developers win 
their appeal to build 1,200 new homes 
on 62 hectares of land north of Gilden 
Way. 

Hundreds of letters of objection have 
already been sent to the Planning 
Inspectorate ahead of a public inquiry 
which is due to start on July 3. 

A development consortium of 
Persimmon, Taylor Wimpey and Barratt 
has taken its case to appeal after Harlow 
Council failed to determine the planning 
application - originally submitted in 
February last year - within the statutory 
16-week period. 

Paul McLintic, who is opposed to the 
development, said: “Among their ways 
of protesting at this woeful proposal, 
600 Old Harlow residents wrote to the 
Planning Inspectorate. Letters of objec¬ 
tion were collected at Old Harlow 
library for photocopying and submitting 
in triplicate, as required by the inspector. 

“To mark the appeal hearing, a series 
of displays of photographs of the fields 
that would be lost will be displayed at 
the library. The photographs and dis¬ 
plays are by children of a family living 
in Priory Avenue and bring to life the 
adverse impact that the development 
would have on the community and what 
the loss of amenity would mean to fam¬ 
ilies. 

“There are five displays and each is 
accompanied by a commentary. These 
have been written by the children them¬ 
selves.” 

Mr McLintic added: “The displays 
will be changed each week in the five 
weeks leading up to the appeal hearing. 
Showing the photographs is a way of 
giving feedback to residents who wrote 
to the inspector.”

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Dinosaurs caused 
winds of change 



GIANT 
dinosaurs 
roaming the 
Earth 150 million 
years ago may have 
warmed up the planet by 
breaking wind, according to 
new research. 

British scientists claim that super¬ 
sized sauropods like the Brontosaurus 
would have produced around 520 million 
tonnes of methane every year - enough to 
make the Earth's climate some 10 degrees 
Celsius hotter than it is today. 

Researchers from universities in Liverpool, 
Glasgow and London came to their conclusion 
after studying the amount of gas produced by 
cows. They used their findings to then 
calculate how much methane would be 
produced if their study subjects were the 
same size as the herbivorous dinosaurs. 
"Although it's the dinosaur element that 
captures the popular imagination with this 


work, it is the microbes living in the 
dinosaurs guts that are making the 
methane," one of the researchers told 
reporters. 

Methane is known as a 'greenhouse 
gas' because it absorbs infrared 
radiation from the sun, trapping it 
in the Earth's atmosphere and 
causing temperatures to rise. 
Previous studies have suggested 
that the planet was up to IOC 
warmer during the 
Mesozoic Era - and 
now we might know 
why!

Bad taste rules In the 
world of Baron Cohen 



THE DICTATOR

SACHA Baron Cohen atones for the sins of 
the woeful Bruno with this gleefully bad 
taste comedy which kicks sand in the eye 
of political correctness. 

No subject is off limits - the September 11 
attacks, rape, sexual equality, Judaism - as the 
film tramples merrily over social taboos, hitting 
more targets than it misses as the titular despot 
runs amok in the capitalist playground of New 
York City. 

Baron Cohen is once again at at the centre of 
the madness, this time relying on a script rather 
than inspired improvisation with the 
unsuspecting public. 

He plays Admiral General Aladeen, tyrannical 


ruler of the African state of Wadiya, who is 
hiding the real Bin Laden in one of his opulent 
palace's spare rooms. 

During a visit to “the Devil's nest” of America to 
address the United Nations about his nuclear 
arsenal, Aladeen is usurped by his duplicitous 
brother Tamir (Sir Ben Kingsley) and cast adrift 
on the street, without his trademark beard or 
any form of identification. 

Zoey (Anna Faris), the tomboyish manager of a 
vegan feminist non-profit co-operative, takes 
pity on Aladeen, accepting him as an immigrant 
called Allison Burgers. 

Sparks of romance are continually extinguished 
by Aladeen's bigotry. And when Zoey eventually 
discovers the truth about his identity, she is 
horrified. 

The Dictator delights and disturbs, careening 


from razor sharp satire to a Monty Python- 
esque birthing scene shot through the dilating 
cervix of the expectant mother (Kathryn Hahn). 
It’s hard to resist a wry smile when Baron 
Cohen’s abominable protagonist makes a 
speech to American dignitaries and exposes the 
Land Of The Free as a dictatorship in all but 
name. 

And a flash of full frontal male nudity takes us 
by hysterical surprise and Megan Fox and 
Edward Norton embrace brief cameos as 
themselves. 

If you judge the film solely on the number of 
belly laughs it packs into 83 minutes and ignore 
the occasional lulls, it’s a rousing success. 

Some gags are so jaw-droppingly offensive you 
can feel the oxygen being sucked out of the 
cinema. Faint hearts beware.

HARLOW 

Should I Withdraw my Property following an Offer? 


We are often asked by our clients 
whether they should withdraw their 
property from the market once an 
acceptable offer has been made. There 
are a number of angles on this subject 
which should be considered in the 
context of each specific set of 
circumstances. 

Firstly, from an ethical perspective, it 
could be argued that once you have 
agreed to sell to someone, you have 
given them your word, and leaving the 
property on the market could be 
regarded as a suggestion that you 
would renege if a better buyer came 
along. This can encourage gazumping 
(where a higher offer is accepted over 
the original one). 

Some vendors would not have a 
problem with this. However, in 
practical terms it is often the case that 
once the original buyer falls away in 
favour of the new, higher, buyer, the 
new buyer feels the pressure is off, and 
they regret having offered more than 
the market price. Their offer is 


subsequently reduced (gazundering). 
This practice often serves to frustrate 
the vendor and even risk the sale. The 
first offer is usually the best offer. 

However, there is no point in taking 
your property off the market if your 
buyer is not in a strong buying position 
or has a linked transaction. This latter 
situation reduces the saleability of your 
home to the saleability of any linked 
properties, over which you have no 
control. 

So our advice is generally only to 
remove your property from the market, 
perhaps for a fixed period of time (say 
two weeks to keep the pressure on the 
buyer to perform) when you have 
confirmation from the buyer s solicitor 
that they have no linked sale, have 
their mortgage in principle and deposit 
available.

I N recent years it’s been hard to 
construct a sentence where the word 
‘fun’ sits comfortably with Toyota. 
The GT 86 (known as the FT-86 during 
its far from secret development) changes 
all that. Bland and reliable doesn’t sell to 
young, fun-seeking drivers, but Toyota is 
confident that the smart, rev-loving, rear- 
drive coupe it’s made in collaboration 
with Subaru most certainly will. 

Background 

The formula is simply classic: snarly, 
high-revving four-cylinder engine in the 
nose, rear wheel drive, 2+2 seating, a 
swoopy body, a stubby gearlever and a 
cosy cabin with low-slung sports seats - 
more or less a throwback, quite 
intentionally, to the Corolla GT Coupe 
of 1984. 

Subaru’s version, the BRZ, is 
mechanically identical but looks a little 
different, and there’ll even be a third 
version for the American market called 
the Scion FR-S which will look subtly 
altered again. 

Common to all the versions, however, is 
a 197bhp flat four engine that uses a 
Subaru block and Toyota-designed

cylinder heads that’s been designed to 
spin to 7,000rpm and direct its output to 
the road via a six-speed manual gearbox. 
So it’s old school with a modern 
execution. 

Best of all is the estimated price of 
around £28,000 which will certainly give 
fwd rivals like the VW Scirocco R 
something to think about. 

Driving Experience 

Weighing just 1,180 kilos, you might 
expect the GT 86 to make rather more of 
its 197bhp than the estimated headline 
performance stats of 143mph and 0- 
62mph in 7.0s suggest. And when the 
magazines get the opportunity to install 
their test gear, it might do just that. 

But the lean kerb weight will play just as 
big a role in the way the car handles and 
rides. And, in this respect, all the 
ingredients look especially promising: 
quick steering (2.5 turns lock to lock), a 
limited slip differential and, perhaps 
most importantly of all, ESP that can be 
fully turned off. 


The emphasis here is on keenness of 
response, agility and the ability to adjust 
the cornering attitude as much with the 
throttle as the helm. And 17-inch 
versions of the low rolling resistance 
tyres that can also be found on the 
Toyota Prius should ensure that outright 
grip never overwhelms the desire to play 
the angles should the driver so wish. 
Back-to-basics fun was always at the 
heart of the brief for this car. The driving 
environment should certainly help get 
you in the mood with its low-slung 
bucket seats and driver-centric control 
layout, not to mention the drilled pedals 
and footrest. 

Disappointments? Early feedback from 
Japan hints at a short-throw gearchange 
that’s a tad notchy and a six-speed auto 
option that, while smooth, lacks the 
snappy alacrity of the best double- 
clutchers. But that’s about it. 

Design and Build 

It’s always a risky business trying to 
deliver anything approaching a definitive 


judgement on a car’s styling based on 
photographs, so perhaps it’s better to 
park that question until we get to see a 
GT 86 in the metal - save to say that, 
from the snaps, it looks pretty enough if 
a little unadventurous. 

Then again, if you’re more concerned 
about show rather than go, perhaps you 
should be looking elsewhere. 

The interior doesn’t look as if it will be 
winning any awards for forward-thinking 
design, either, but then what did you 
expect? The slightly retro feel meshes 
perfectly with the personality of the car: 
make the driver feel good by putting the 
seats, major controls, switchgear and 
pedals in the right place, give it a sporty 
spin and don’t worry too much about the 
frills. 

In fact, apart from the cup holders in the 
centre console, forget them. We can raise 
a glass to that. 


Market and Model 

Expect prices to start from about 
£28,000 when the GT 86 goes on sale in 
the summer of 2012. The most obvious 
price rivals will be VW”s Scirocco R, 
the Peugeot RCZ THP 200 GT and the 
MINI Cooper Coupe JCW. Specs and 
trims have yet to be finalised but it 
would unrealistic to expect Lexus levels 


of standard kit. 


Cost of Ownership 

With strong demand and Toyota’s 
(mostly) unblemished reputation for 
reliability, strong residual values are 
predicted for the GT 86 in anticipation 
that buyers will welcome its focus on 
core driving pleasures. 

Decent economy and emissions are 
another strong suit with an estimated 
40mpg and 160 g/km of CO 2 on offer. 


Summary 

That robust sales await the arrival of the 
GT 86 are virtually a cast iron certainty. 
For all the undoubted excellence of cars 
like the Volkswagen Scirocco, the 
affordable coupe market has probably 
been waiting for a car like the Toyota for 
too long. 

But, in a way, that only makes its timing 
all the more astute. For drivers old 
enough to have been cutting their 
sporting teeth in the ’80s, it’s a slice of 
updated nostalgia. For younger would be 
hot shoes, it will show them what 
they’ve been missing. 

It may not be the fastest thing from A to 
B, but it was never meant to be. In the 
GT 86 the experience will be all about 
the journey, not the arriving.

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GB success bodes 
well for Olympics

GREAT Britain women’s hockey star 
Chloe Rogers has put herself in a 
strong position to gain selection for 
the London Olympics - after helping 
steer her team to a clean sweep of 
victories in the Visa International 
Invitational tournament at the 
impressive Riverbank area in 
Stratford. 

Harlow-born Rogers, 27, won her 
152nd international cap as she took to the 
field for the showdown against arch¬ 
rivals Argentina - who they had beaten 2- 
0 in the tournament previously. 

GB turned in a brilliant display to 
again win 2-0 in front of an 8,000-strong 
crowd in the final of the tournament at 
the Olympic Park, which is part of the 
London Prepares test event series. 

Former Commonwealth games bronze 
medalist Rogers enjoyed plenty of time 
on the pitch, setting up a couple of 
goalscoring opportunities with some 
lovely stick skills. 

Two brilliant strikes from Hannah 
Macleod put the Argentineans firmly on 
the back foot, with midfielder Rogers 
running her heart out to help secure an 
impressive shut-out. 

Speaking to the Star moments after the 
celebrations at the final whistle Rogers, a 
former player at Bishop’s Stortford 
Hockey Club, said: “It was a bit tentative 
in the first half, but in the second half we 
settled down and thought we’re really 
going to go for it here and the two early 
goals helped us to do that. 

“When you get a nice, comfortable 
lead it’s easier to do your job. 

“It was a steady match, you can always 
improve but we’ll take the win. 

“I got more into it in the second half, it 
was nice to get a lot of pitch time. We had 
a couple of injuries in the second half 
which meant people couldn’t get back on. 

“Argentina are a very good side but 
they’re missing a couple of their best 
players so we’re not getting too over 
excited. 

“But it’s good to win and keep the 
momentum going on our home pitch. 

“It’s been a good practice run for us for 
the Olympics, hopefully the pitch will 
even out a bit and not be so bouncy.” 



HOCKEY star Chloe Rogers 
sat out Great Britain's 
opening match against 
Korea, which they won 1-0, 
but collected her 150th cap 
in a 3-0 win over China 
during the London Prepares 
tournament ahead of the 
summer's Olympics. 
Speaking after that game, 
Rogers told the Star: "It's 
an absolutely fantastic 
venue here and to get my 
150th cap is fantastic. 

"To have achieved it at a 
venue like this - a home 
pitch and Olympic venue, 
it's been a great day for me 
and for the whole team as 
well. 

"I was pleased with the way 
I played today. I was 
involved on the ball a lot 
and playing well. 


"I felt I had some good 
runs, it will be nice to keep 
the momentum going 
throughout the whole 
tournament." 

International hockey 
employs rolling 
substitutions, and Rogers - 
born in Harlow - seemed to 
be on and off the pitch at 
regular intervals during the 
game. 

"I don't find it [rolling 
subs] a problem," she said. 
"We've done it for years 
and years. 

"We were in Argentina in 
February [for the 
Champions Trophy where GB 
lost in the final 1-0 to the 
hosts] when it was 
extremely hot so we had to 
do a lot of substitutions. 
"It's not something you do 


at club level, but you do 
internationally. It's 
something you get used 
to." 

Rogers had huge support 
over the week. 

"I've had lots of people 
from back home come down 
to watch this week and had 
lots of messages of support 
on Twitter and Facebook - 
everywhere you name it, it 
has been absolutely 
fantastic. 

"Hopefully that will keep 
going throughout the 
summer." 

Rogers was the top 
goalscorer for her country 
at the 2006 World Cup. 

In 2008 she played a key 
role in Great Britain's 
march to sixth place at the 
Olympic Games in Beijing.

Rogers added that the tournament was 
a gruelling affair, but something she was 
well used to. 

“It’s a lot of minutes, the end of a long, 
hard week with four matches,” she said. 

“It’s a tough grind, but that’s what tour¬ 
nament hockey is all about - and so is the 
Olympics. 

“We’ve got a fantastic team spirit at the 
moment, everyone gets on very well and 
we want to keep the winning going and 
enjoy playing for each other.” 


Team spirit the key to 2012 capital gains 


CHLOE Rogers believes the team spirit in the Great 
Britain women’s hockey team will help the side 
shine at the Olympic in London this summer. 

The Harlow-born GB hockey player told the Star: 
“It’s a very close-knit team. I think that comes from 
training day in, day out together every day. 

“A lot of us play club hockey together and play 
against each other as well. There’s good banter 
within the team and even those who haven’t been 
picked are watching every game and supporting us 
all the way.” 

As for her possible Olympic selection - the GB 
Olympic team announcement is tomorrow (May 18) 
- Rogers does not want to get too confident. 

“I’ve just got to keep trying and keep training and 
see where it gets me. You never know, it’s tight but I 
hope to get in it. It will be close - it’s a tense 


situation for the whole squad, but we’ve just got to 
deal with it.” 

For Rogers, the reality of playing in another 
Olympics is just beginning to set in. “I was in the 
England under-21 squad when it was announced 
we’d won the bid. Our manager at the time said ‘it 
will be your generation, your Olympics’. 

“Now I’m actually here and involved in all the 
build-up too. 

“It’s nice to have all the venues so close together in 
the Park. It’s great for the spectators to be able see 
everything together. 

“It should be a fantastic Olympics.” 

Rogers also paid tribute to the fans who turned out 
in force to cheer the GB team on. 

“The atmosphere at this event has been absolutely 
fantastic,” she said. 


“The crowd has been stupendous every day, they’ve 
been out there queuing in the cold, rain and wind to 
get in but they’ve stuck it out - it’s not too bad for 
us at least we’re running around. 

“They’ve cheered us on - so thank you to everyone 
that’s turned up.” 

She hoped their success would help raise the profile 
of hockey in this country, as it had done in previous 
Olympics. 

“Both the teams are doing well and getting a lot of 
publicity - it’s not a competition between the men 
and women. 

“We just want to get the profile of hockey raised. 

It’s played by so many people in this country and we 
just want to get them enjoying it and watching it 
whatever it may be.”

A FANTASTIC finish from 
Harlow-born sprinter Sam 
Watts, above, earned him a 
gold medal in the 100m at the 
Essex County 

Championships. 

The 20 year-old won the 
100m senior men’s race at 
Chelmsford in 10.53 sec¬ 
onds. 

In winning, Watts over¬ 
hauled Emmanuel Stephens 
(Newham & Essex Beagles) 
in the last stride of Saturday’s 
race.

Watts said: “I was about 
two metres behind him at the 
30 metre stage but he goes 
for a really explosive start.

Great Britain athlete Gladys 
Bird, but more recently has 
been doing specialist work 
once a week at the Lee Valley 
Athletic Centre in Picketts 
Lock, North London. 

This has included work on 
weights and practising com¬ 
ing out of the starting blocks. 

He has worked with coach 
Stuart McMillan and has 
been training with the likes of 
Great Britain elite sprinters 
Dwain Chambers and 
Christian Malcolm. 

“When I train I normally 
can relax subconsciously, but 
when I train with them I 
know I have to be 100 per 
cent. If I am not I will be 
embarrassed.” he said. 

“I have been working on a 
new technique out of the 
blocks which is less explo¬ 
sive.” 

Watts was representing 
Woodford Green AC at the 
Essex County 

Championships. Last year he 
won the men’s U-20 100m at 
this event in the slightly 
faster time of 10.52s.

Tough being a youth team coach 


WHO would be the coach of a youth 
football team? 

With all the stress and tension, it’s 
certainly not a role for the faint¬ 
hearted. 

Apart from my job as Sports Editor of 
the Star, I can be found on most Sunday 
mornings at venues across Harlow and 
beyond coaching my Sumners Vipers 
Under-lOs who play in the West Essex & 
East Herts Youth League, or the Harlow 
Recreational League in ‘old money’. 

So having endured four years of 
struggle at the wrong end of the table, it 
was with great pride and anticipation 
that I took my team to Harlow Town 
Football Club last Sunday morning for 
the team’s first ever cup final - this 
year’s U-10 Secretaries Cup. 

Now to describe me, I like to use the 
word ‘coach’ in the loosest sense of the 
term - I’m really part of the ‘Dads’ 
Army’. Don’t get me wrong, there are 
many coaches of youth teams in Harlow 
and beyond who know their onions and 
have got FA qualifications - but there 
are also probably a fair number who 
are, like me, thrown into it because

their son plays for the team. 

The respect I have for these coaches - 
out every Sunday come rain, sleet or 
snow - has grown over these last few 
years. 

Although I relish it, it’s pretty tough 
sometimes, particularly as we have not 
had a goalkeeper for most of this time. 
A keeper, a keeper, my kingdom for a 
keeper. 

The ingredients of some Sundays can 
consist of “I’m not going in goal”, “I 
want to play in midfield - I’m not going 
in defence”, “why did you take me off”, 
“why don’t you take so and so off - he’s 
playing rubbish”. 

A few think they know more about 
football management than me and Jose 
Mourinho - sadly they’re probably 
right! Well, maybe not Mourinho. 

I’ve been treading water as a coach for 
the last few years - my idea of tactics 
come via Sky Sports and Gary Neville 
et al. So I can tell you it meant a great 


deal to me to lead a side into a cup final 
- something I never got the opportunity 
to do as a player. 

In the dressing room prior to our final 
against Epping Saracens, the West 
Essex & East Herts Youth League 
chairman John Howlett came in to give 
the boys a few words of encouragement. 
He finished by saying ‘afterwards thank 
your coaches who give their time on 
Sundays up voluntarily for you’. I felt 
10ft tall after that little speech. 

And so to the match and it was a typical 
Sunday for me. I get far too stressed out 
for this lark - it’s only kids’ football. 

Not it’s not. It’s far more important 
than that! 

After a tense first 15 minutes we scored 
and this calmed the nerves (mine, not 
the players!). 

Fifty minutes later and we had won. 
What a thrill as our captain Jake 
Legallienne lifted the cup. The smiles on 
the faces of my players said it all and 
will live long in the memory. 

Who would be the coach of a youth 
football team? I certainly would!

He added: “Barring injury or two

Osagie said: “It was very good for

He came first in both 
the 100m (14.67 seconds) 
and 200m (26.15s) and 
grabbed a second in the 
400m (50.43s) at the event 
in Buckinghamshire. 

Chiassaro’s times in the 
100m and 200m were per¬ 
sonal bests, beating 15.07s 
and 26.56s respectively. 

The 30-year-old Harlow 
Athletic Club member 
said: “I’m feeling quite 
good for it and am in good 
form. I am only doing the 
100 metres. I am number 
five in the world for the 
100m so I feel confident. 

“I was really happy with 
my time of 14.67s [at 
Stoke Mandeville] as it 


was against a headwind. 
That is only 0.01s behind 
David Weir [who won two 
golds at the Paralympics in 
Beijing in 2008], who has 
the all-time record of 
14.66.” 

Meanwhile, Harlow ath¬ 
lete Anne Wafula Strike is 
also in red-hot form as she 


prepares for the BT 
Paralympic World Cup. 
She came third in the 
100m in 18.12s, second in 
the 200m in 31.16s and 7th 
in a 400m race in 1:04.37 
at the BWRA Champs.

His earlier victories included one over 
main British rival James Austin, from the 


Midlands, in the third round. 

Cousins beat Dutch fighter Remco van 
den Brink in the first round and Spain’s 
Marc Fortuny in the second round. 
Cousins said: “That was a lot of fun. It’ll 
be my last British Open. I was just 
focused on taking it one fight at 
a time and giving it my all.” 
His twin brother Thomas 
Cousins has worked with 
Peter for many years 
and was proud of him. 
Thomas said: “He 
started a bit 
nervously and slowly. 
There was a pressure 
on him to perform. 
“But after that he 
picked it up and after 
the third fight 
[against Austin] he was 
really flying.” 
Meanwhile, 26-year-old 
Pitman needed a win, but 
ended with silver. 

She won four U-63kg contests 
before she lost to Great Britain 
rival Gemma Howell in the final. 

Thomas, Pitman’s partner, said: “She put 
in the best performances up until the 
final but then she did not perform like 
she had done. 

“Howell is a bit of a bogey fighter for 
Faith.” 
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
